That is to ſay, The Dukes, Marqueſles, Earls, Viſcounts, Lords, and 
Commiſſioners of Shires, for the Temporal Eſtate, Have granted, thac 
there ſhall be uplifted of every Pound-land of old extent within 
this Kingdom, pertaining to Dukes, Marqueſles, Earls, . Viſcounes, 
Lords , Barrons and Free-holders, and Fewers of His Majeſfties 
proper Lands, the ſum of fourty ſhillings money, at every one of the 
five terms following, vis, The ſum of fourty ſhillings ar the term 
of Whitſonday, in the year of G o v, one thouſand fix hundred ſixty 
fix years ; The ſum of other fourty ſhillings at the term of 77hisſon- 
4y, one thouſand fix hundred fixty ſeven years ; The ſum of other 
fourty ſhillings at the term o' Whitſonday, one thouſand fix hundred 
ſixty eight years; The ſun of other fourty ſhillings at the term of 
gh ar one thouſand fix hundred fixty nine years; And the ſum 
of other fourty ſhillings at the term of Whitſonday , one thouſand ſix 
hundred ſeventy years, being the laſt term, And the Archbiſhops 
and Biſhops, for the Spiritual Eſtate, Have granted, that there ſhall 
be uplifted of all Archbiſhopricks, Biſhopricks, Abbactes, Priories, 
and other inferiour Benefices within this Kingdom , at every one 
of the five terms above-ſpecified , the juſt Taxation thereof pro- 


portionally, according to the ſum of fourty ſhillings money, now 
impoſed

impoſed upon the Pound-land, as they have been accuſtamed to be 
taxed unto in all time by-gone, wien the Tempora! Lands of this 
Kingdom were ſtinted only to thirty ſhillings the Pound-land of old 
extent,with the addition of a tourth part more: And the ſame Taxa- 
tion to be paid at every one ot the five terms above-ſpecified, And 
the Commiſſioners ot Burghs, for their Eſtate, Have granted, that 
there ſhall be uplifted of all the Burghs ot this Kingdom, at every 
one of the five termes above-{pectfied, the juſt Taxation thereof pro- 
portionally , according to the ſum of fourty ſhillings money now 
impoſed upon the Pound-land, as they have been accuſtomed to be 
taxed unto in all time by-gone, when the Temporal Lands of this 
Kingdom were ſtinted only to thirty ſhillings che Pound-land of old 
extent, with the addition of a fourth part more, to be paid at there- 
ſpetive terms above-written, And inregard, that His Majeſty hath 
erected ſundry Prelacies, and Temporal Lordthips, whereby the 
owners thereof may claim to be taxed with the Barrons of the Tem- 
poral Eſtate, and thereby His Majeſty would be defrauded of a great 
part of the ſaid Taxation : Therefore the ſaids Eſtates Ordain, that 
all erections of Prelacies and other {mall Benefices , in whole or in 
part, in Temporal Lordſhips, ſhall, in payment of the ſaid Taxation, 
pay to the Collector thereof, ſo much of the ſame Taxation (pro 


rata) as if they were no wayes erected, and as they were ſubject to 


do before the ereftion of the ſame, And ficklike, it is Statute and 
Ordained , that all diſſolved Benefices within this Kingdom, in 
whole or in port, ſhall be ſubject in payment of ſo much of the ſame 


Taxation Gra rata) 2% they wonld have been ſubiet to pay though 
the ſame had not been diffolved : And that thoſe ale vg l 


eotten any part or portion of any Prelacies, or other inferiour Bene- 
fices, diſſolved, and new Securities made unto them by His Majeſty, 
of that part and portion thereof ſo diſſolved , ſhall be ſabjeX in pay- 
ment of the Taxation thereof to the Prelat or other beneficed Per- 
ſon, for his relief of the ſame Taxation, as they-would have been fo 
the ſame had not been diſſolved ; notwithſtanding of any condition 
contained in the Infefrments and Securities made by His Majeſty to 
them in the contrary thereof, 

And further, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of the ſaid 
Eſtates, Declares, that the Lands and Teinds, belonging in property 
to the ordinary Lords of the Sefſion, the Advocats, Clerks, Writers 
to the Signer, and other Members of the Colledge of Juſtice, and 
all few duties payable to them out of the Lands whereof they are 
Superiours ; all Benefices given, diſponed and mortified, for enter- 
tainment of Univerſities, Colledges, Schools or Hoſpitals (the 
Vaſlals holding of the faids ordinary Lords of the Seſſion, and other 
Members of the Cotledge of Juſtice, ad of the ſaid Univerſities, 
Colledges, Schools and Hoſpitals, beiag alwayes lyable in paymenc 
of this Taxation, for their Lands ſo holgen, as others of His Majeſties 
Subjects) all modified Stipends, and V icarages where they are a: part 
of the ſaid modified Stipend ; all Parſonages and V icarages belonging 
to Miniſters ſerving -the Cure, where the ſaid Parſonages and Vica- 
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rages do not exceed the value appointed by the Ads of Parliament 
for a modified Stipend , are , and ſhall be free from payment of any 
part of this preſent Taxation ; And diſcharges and diſannuls all 
Priviledges and Immunities, whereby any perſon may conceive him- 
ſelf free of the payment of any part of this preſent Taxation, except 
25 above excepted, And Ordains the faids Senators ot the Colledge 
of Juſtice, and other Members thereof, and the perſons, in whoſe 
fayouts any Lands, Teinds or Superiorities have been given, diiponed 
and mortified, for entertainment of Univerſities, Colledges, Schools 
or Hoſpitals, to ſend in to the ColleQor-general of the Taxation, 
or Clerk thereof , a note under their hands, threeſcore dayes before 
the firſt terms payment of this Taxation, of the Lands, Teinds, and 
Few-duties belonging to them, as ſaid is, within what Shire they lie ; 
and if they be Kirk-lands, what Benefice they hold of, Andalſo 
Ordains,the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, to ſend in to the ſaid ColleQor 
or Clerk, betwixt and the time toreſaid, a note under their hands, 
of the Parſonages and Vicarages belonging to Miniſters ſerving the 
Cure within their reſpe&Rive Dioceſſes, which do not exceed the pro= 
portion allowed by the Adts of Parliament fora modified Stipend, 

And for the more ſpeedy and effectual in-bringing of the Spiritual 
Mens part of this ſaid Taxation, Ordains Letters to be dire&ed as 
formerly, charging a1 and ſundry Archbiſhops and Biſhops, Ab- 
bots, Priorsz as likewayes all Noblemen and others, in whoſe fa- 
vours the erection of any Prelacy or other inferiour Benefice, or 
any part or portion thereof, beit in Lands, Kirks or Teinds , or in 


whoſe favours the Patronage of any Benefice, Kirks or Teinds, are 
paſt . And all orher baud £4 fyus LUULAIUEU HL LNE taxed Rolls, 


their heretable Bailies, Chamberlains, Factors and Intrometters 
with their Rents and Livings, perſonally or at their dwelling places, 
and by open Proclamationat the Mercat Croſles of the head Burghs 
of the Sheriffdoms, Stewartries and Baileries, where the ſaid Pre- 
lacies, ere&ted Lordſhips, and ſmall Benefices lies, if they be within 
this Kingdom : And it they be without the Kingdom, by open Pro- 
clamation, at the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh , Peir and Shore of 
Leith, upon threeſcore dayes warning, to make payment of that tum, 
that they , and ilk one of them, are taxed unto, for every one of the 
ſaids five terms, to the ColleQor-general of the ſaid Taxation, ap- 
pointed, or to be appointed by His Majeſty, or His Deputies and 
Officers in His Name, haviag His Power and Commiſſion to receive 
the ſame;at the particular tems above-written, under the pain of Re- 
bellion, and putting of them to the Horn,and it they tailzie therein ac 
the by-paſling of every one of the ſaid terms, to denounce the diſ- 
obeyers Rebels,and put then to the Horn, and to Eſcheat, exc, And 
that the Prelats and beneficed Perſons,and ſuch Noblemen and others, 
in whoſe favours the EreQioas and Patronages above-written are paſt, 
for their relief have Letrersas formerly, charging their Vaſlals, Sub- 
vaſlals, Ladies of Terce, Conjun&-fiars, Lite-renters, Proper-wod- 
{etters, who are not accountable for the ſuperplys of the Rents, Few- 
Ers , Tack{men and Penſioners, to wake payment of their part of ep 
al 
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faid Taxation, ilk one of them, (pro rata) according to the ſum they 
ſhall be taxed unto, to the {aids Prelats and other beneficed Perſons, 
and to the ſaid Noblemen and others having power to receive the 
ſame, within twenty dayes next after the Charge , under the pain of 
rebellion, ec. And if they failzie, gs, todenounce, &c, and eſ- 
cheat, &c. nd to poynd and deſtrenzie therefore, as they ſhould 
think moſt expedient : Providing alwayes, That the firſt termes 
payment of the ſaid Taxation be ever paſt , betore the next termes 
payment be charged for, And the Eſtates Declares, That the pro- 


duQion of ſufficient Hornings againſt the ſaid Vaſlals, Fewers, Tack(- 


men and Penſioners , ſhall be a relief to the ſaids Prelats, Lords of 
Erections and beneficed Perſons ; and ſhall exoner them ( pro tanto) 
from payment of the ſaid Taxation : Providing, That the ſame 
Hornings, with their taxt Rolls authentickly made and ſubſcribed b 
the ſaid Prelats, Lords of Erec&tions and other beneficed Perſons, 
and by their Fewers, Vaſſals, Tackſ-men and Penſioners, in manner 
hereafter preſcribed , containing the particular ſum which each one of 
themare taxed unto; be delivered to the ColleRor of the ſame 
Taxation, within the ſpace of threeſcore dayes after every terme : 
otherwayes, he ſhall be no wayes oblieged to receive the ſame, neither 
ſhall the Prelat , Lord of Ere&ion nor beneficed Perſon, be exonered 
by production of the ſame at any time thereafter, 
And further, that the ſaid Prelats, and ſuch Noblemen and others, 
in whoſe favours the Erections and Patronages aboye-written are paſt, 


and all other beneficed perſons, may have their relief of their Vallals, 
Suh-vaſlale, T ariac af TT aun, SO az A Gao, Lifc-icnters, Fewets, 


W odfſetters foreſaid, Tackſ-men and Penſioners, to the greater eaſe and 
leſs trouble to the ſaid Vaſlals and others foreſaids: And to the effect, 
that every one proportionally may pay his part of the ſaid Taxation, 
according to the quantity and avail of the free Rent which he hath 
of his Benefice, Lands, Penſtons, Kirks, and Teind-ſheaves pertaining 
to him, as well Prelat, Lord of Ere&tion, Patron and other beneficed 
Perſons themſelves, as the Fewer, Tack{-man and Penſioner, Ir is 
thought Expedient, Statute and Ordained, That the ſaid Prelats and 
others above-rehearſed , every one of them ſeverally , ſhall conyeen 
his whole Fewers, Vaſſals, Tackſ-men and Penſioners,at the particular 
places hereafter deſigned: They are to ſay, The Archbiſhop of $:,

of Dundee, diſlolved from the Abbacy of Linderes , at the Burgh of 
Dundce; And all other benefticed Perlons at the Paroch Kirks of 
their particular Benefices : and that they conveen to the effe above- 
written, upon the twenty fitth day of 0obey , in this preſent year of 
G ov, one thouſand fix hundred ſixty five years, which is declared to 
be the preciſe day appointed for all their Vaſlals, Fewers, Tack(-men 
and Penſioners to keep the ſaid Meeting ; and that no further cita- 
tion of ſummoning ſhall be requifit , then this Proclamation, and 
publication of this preſent Act at the Mercat-croſles of the head 
Burghs of this Kingdom, 

Asalfo it is Declared by His Majeſty and His ſaid Eſtates, That if 
any Vaſſals,Sub.vaſſals, Fewers, Tackſ-men of Teinds, Penſioners, 
or any other juſtly bound to make reliet to Prelat, Lord of Erection, 
Patron or other beneficed Perſon, of any part of the ſaid Taxation, 
ſhall ſend any Procurator in his name ſufficiently authorized to the 
{aid Meeting, the ſame ſhall not only excuſe the principal Parties 
abſence , bnt the Procurators ſhall be admitted in all things, and re- 
ceived to do and perform in the diſtribution of the ſaid Taxation, 
what could, or lawfully might, have been done by him who ſent him. 
It is likewayes Declared , that the Prelat, Lord of Ere&ion, Patron 
or other beneficed Perſon, impeded by diſeaſe,or diverted upon ſome 


other neceſſary occaſions. from arrending thar Meeting , having his 
abſence ſupplyed that day by a ſufficient worthy perſon, whom he 


ſhall authorize and appoint to that effe&t , ſhall be as lawfull as if he 
were perſonally preſent himſelf; and the party ſo authorized ſhall 
be admitted and received in all things, to do and perform in the 
diſtribution of the ſame Taxation, what could, or lawfully might, 
have been done by him who ſent him, 

It is further Statute and Ordained, T hat at the ſaid day of Meeting, 
the aids Prelats, Lords of Ere&ion, Patrons and other beneficed 
Perſons, ſhall by themſelves, or by their Procurators, lawfully autho- 
rized as ſaid is, tence and hold Court, call by name and ſurname upon 
every one of their Vaſſals, Sub-vaſlals, Proper-wodſetters, Fewers, 
Tack{-men of Teinds , Penſioners and others oblieged to relieve 
them of any part of the ſame Taxation, and lawfull time of day 
being bidden , to ſhew to their ſaid Vallals, Fewers, Tack{-men and 


' Penftoners, or their Procurators compearing for them , the quantity 


of the Taxation impoſed upon their Prelacy,ere&ted Lordſhip or other 
Benefice, authentickly. ſubſcribed by the Clerk: of the ſame 
Taxation ; and they all (at the leaſt ſo many of them as ſhall con- 
yeen for-that effet, with conſent of the moſt part ) ſhall diſtribute 
the ſame, to be paid by every man, as well as by the Prelar, 
Lord of Erection and preſent Poſleflors of ſmall Benefice, for the 
free Rent that every one of them hath of their Prelacies , ere&ed

Lordſhips and ſmall Benefices, as by the Vaſſal, Fewer, Tack(- 
man and Penſioner, according to the great and {mall quantity of 
the free Rent which every one of them hath either of their 
Lands, Teinds or Penſions: With certification to any of the fſaids 
Perſons, Fewers, Vaſſals, Tack{-men and Penſioners, that compear 
not by themſelves or their Procurators, at the day and place aboye- 
ſpecified, to the effect foreſaid ; that ſuch as ſhall conveen with the 
{aids Prelats, Lords of Erection , Patrons or other beneficed Per- 
ſons, or their Procurators , ſhall proceed in the equal diſtribution of 
the ſame Taxation, as well amongſt them that are abſent, as 
preſents and ſhall- make and ſubſcribe an authentick Tax-roll 
thereupon ; The Teinds valued fince the year, one thouſand ſix 
hundred twenty ſeven years, being ſtinted and eſtimat withour 
reſpe& to the aid Valuations, ficklike, and in the ſame manner, 
with the addition of a fourth part, as they were for the Taxation 
oranted in the year, one thouſand fix hundred thirty three years, and 
to be taxed accordingly, And, in caſe that none of the ſaids Vaſſals, 
Fewers, Tack{-men and Penſioners , ſhall conveen at the day and 
place above-ſpecified, to this effteft , by them(elves or their Procu- 
rators , but ſhall willtully abſent themſelves trom the ſaid meeting z 
it ſhall be lawfull for the ſaids Prelats, Lords of Eretion , Patrons 
and other beneficed Perſons , being preſent by themſelves or their 
Procurators , at the day and place aboye-ſpecified , to make, ſer 
down and ſubſcribe: the ſame Taxt-roll; And in caſe any of the 
ſaids Prelats, Lords of Ere&ion , Patrons or other beneficed Per- 
ſons, ſhall not conveen by themſelves or their Procurators at 


the day and place abawe-ſpecified . particularly deſigned to eyer 
one of them it ſhall be lawful! for the faids Vaſlals , Fewers, 


Tackſ-men and Penſioners, at the leaſt ſo many of them as ſhall 


conveen by themſelves or their Procurators, to make , ſer down - 


and ſubſcribe the ſaid Tax-roll ; -which Tax-roll ſhall contain the 
particular ſum that every one ſhall be found juſtly to be addebted 
to pay., the parties name addebted to pay the ſame, and 'the cauſe 
wherefore the ſame 'ought 'to be paid, And. being fo ſet down, 
either by the Prelat, Lord of Ere&ion , Patron and other beneficed 
Perſon, or their lawfull Procurators , with ſo many of their Vaſ- 
fals, Sub-vaſlals , 'Fewers, Tackſ-men of Teinds, Penſioners and 
others oblieged' to relieye them of any part of the fame Taxa- 
tion, as ſhall conveen with them to this effet ; and in caſe that 
none ſhall conveen with them, the ſaid Roll being then ſer down 
by. the Prelat, Lord of Eretion, Patron or other beneficed Per- 
ſon, or their lawfull Procurators, or in caſe of their abſence , bein 


fet down , made and ſubſaibed by the moſt part of the faid Vaſ- 


fals, Fewers, Tackſ-men and Penſioners,” by themſelves or their 
Procurators , as ſhall conyzen themſelves tor this effe& ; His 
Majeſty: and the ſaids Eſtates Declares to be as lawfull in all re- 
ſpeas, as if the whole number of perſons having intereſt there- 
in had conveened, made, ſet down and ſubſcribed the fame; which 
Tax-roll being ſo ſet down , made and ſubſcribed in manner above- 
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written (and no otherwayes) and delivered to the Clerk of the Tax- 
ation ; His Majeſty and the ſaid Eſtates, Ordains him to give war- 
rand for giving of Letters of relief thereupon ; diſcharging him, in 
any caſe, to give warrand for giving ot Letters of relief upon any 
Roll preſented to him, not made and authentickly ſubſcribed in 
form above-written , as he will an{iver co the contrary upon his 
peril], 

It is likewiſe Statute and Ordained, That Tack(-men of Teinds 
ſhall have their relief of their Sub-tacki-men, pro tanto ; reſpect be- 
ing had to the greſſum paid by the {aid Sub-tackſ{-men, And 
in regard that divers Kirks have been of new erected, and ſeveral 
augmentations of Miniſters Stipends granted fince the year, one 
thouſand fix hundred twenty {ſeven years, to the diminution of the 
Spirituality : Ic is therefore Statute and Ordained, That where Kirks 
have been of ne erected, or any augmentations of Miniſters Stipends 
granted fince the time foreſaid, out of the Teinds belonging ro Arch+ 
biſhops, Biſhops, or other beneficed Perſons , or to any Noble- 
man or other, in whoſe favours the Ere@ion of any Prelacy, or other 
inferiour Benefice, in whole or in part, has been made and paſt, the 
Collector of the Taxation ſhall allow and deduce to the ſaids Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops, or any other beneficed Perſons, or Nobleman and 
other Perſons, out of whoſe Teinds the Stipends of the new erected 
Kirks, and the foreſaids augmentations have been granted, and who 
have gotten no prorogation in recompence thereof, ſuch a proportion 
of the ſaid Taxation as ſhall be effeirand to the proportion of the 
{aid Stipend or Augmentation granted out of their Teinds : Which 


Stipend and Augmentation, what the ſame amounts to, ſhall be at- 
teſted by the Bithop ot the D1oceits; Providing, that the whole 


Teinds of the ſaids Benefices be ſtinted proportionally, as they were 
for the Taxation granted in the year, one thouſand fix hundred thirty 

three years, with a fourth part more, 
And for in-bringing of the Barrons and Free-holders part of the 
Came Taxation, and of the Fewers and Reant-tellers of our Soveraign 
Lords proper Lands,their parts thereof, Ordains Letters to be direed 
as formerly ; charging all and ſundry Sheriffs, Stewarts, Ballies, their 
Deputies, Clerks, Fewers , Chamberlains , and Receivers of our 
Soveraign Lords proper Lands ; That they, and every one of them, 
within the Bounds of their proper Offices, raiſe and uplift the ſum of 
fourty ſhillings money of this Realm , of every Pound-land of old 
extent, lying within the bounds of their Juriſdidions, for every. one 
of the ſaids five terms above-ſpecified ,'and in-bring-and deliver the 
ſame to the Collecor forefaid, or to his Deputies and Officers in his 
name, having his power to receive the fame, at the particular terms 
aboye-ſpecified, under the pain of Rebellion, &c, And if they 
failzie, at the by-paſſing of every one of the ſaid terms, to denounce 
and eſcheat, &c. And Declares', Thatno Priviledge or Immunity 
ſhall be of any force to ſtop the execution of the Law againſt them 
upon the premiiſes; And tor their relief , that Letters be direted 
as faid is, charging all and ſundry Dukes, Marqueſles, Earls; Viſ-

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"counts, Lords, Barrons, Free-holders, Fewers, and Rent-tellers of 


our Soveraign Lords proper Lands, perſonally, or at their dwelling 
places, and by open Proclamation at the Mercat- croſs of the head 
Burgh of the Sheriffdom, Stewartrie or Bailery where their Lands 
lye, if they be within the Kingdom : And if they be without the 
Kingdom, by open Proclamation at the Mercat-crols of Edinburgh, 
Peir and Shore of Lezth, upon threeſcore dayes warning, to make 
payment to the ſaid Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailies, their Deputies and 
Clerks, Chamberlains and Receiyets of our Soveraign Lords proper 
Lands, every one of them for their own parts reſpedZi44, of the ſaid 
ſum ot fonrty ſhillings money foreſaid , for every Pound-land of old 
extent pertaining to them, for every one of the laid five terms pay- 
ment, within twenty dayes next after they be charged thereto, unde: 
the pain of Rebellion, &c,And it they failzie , &c, to denounce and 
eſcheat, &c, Andif need be, That the ſaids Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailies, 
their Depnties and Clerks, Chamberlains and Receivers of our 
Soveraign Lords proper Lands, poynd and diſtrenzie the readieſt 
Goods and Gear, being upon the ſaids Lands,therefore, as they ſhall 
think moſt expedient, And that the ſaids Noblemen, Barrons and 
Free-hoders, Fewers and Rent-tellers of our Soveraign Lords proper 
Lands, have Letters for their relief, as ſaid is, tv charge their Vaſlals, 
Sub-vaſlals, Ladies of Terce, Conjunt-fiars, Proper-wodlſetters 
and Life-renters, to make payment of their parts of the ſaid Taxa- 
tion, within twenty dayes next after the charge, under the pain 
of Rebellion, &c, and if they failzie, &c, to denounce, &c; and 
eſcheat, &c, Andifneed be, that they poynd and diſtrenzie there- 


fore: Providing alwayes, that the firſt terms payment of the ſaid 
Taxation be cvcer palt Dbefuic ThE NEAL LELIN DE Ccnarged for. | 


And alſo Declares, That where any Goods are poynded within 
any of the Iſles of this Kingdom, for payment of any part of this 
Taxation, the appriſing of the (aids Goods, at the Paroch Kirk of 
the Lands where they were poynded, ſhall be as valid and ſufficient, 
as it they were appriſed at the head Burgh of the Shire, And in 
caſe any: perſon, lyable in payment of the Taxation, within the 
Shires of Innerneſs, Roſs, Argyl, Caithneſs, Sutherland, Orknay 
and Zetland, ſhall not make payment of the reſpective ſums due by 
them, within twenty dayes after they are denounced, then to be fur- 
ther lyable in payment of the double of the ſums due , and all exe-

Likeas, His Majeſty, taking to His gracious conſideration the 
grievance repreſented to His Highneſs, by divers of His Subjects, 
within the Shires of Lanerick, Air , Ranfrew, Dumbartoun , Bute, 
Argyl, Wiztoun, Dumfries and Peebles, anent the high extent of 
their Retours, Doth,with conſent of His ſaid Eſtates, Declare, That 
as to the preſent Taxation, the Pound-lands of the whole Temporal 
Lands within the ſaids Shires 04 Zanerick, Air, Ranfrew, Dumbar-_ 
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town, Bute, Areyl, Wigtoun, Dumfries and Peebles , with the Ste- 
wartries and Baileries Iying within the iame, ſhall only betaxed: 
and pay 2s if they were Merk-lands: But that the ſaid Retours ſhall. 
ſtand and pay as formerly, to all other intents and purpoſes, 

And for in-bringing of the Burroghs part of the ſame Taxation 
Ordains Letters to be direted, charging the Provoſt and Bailies of 
ilk Burgh.to make payment of the Taxt and Stent thereof to 
the Colle&or-general aforeſaid, his Deputies and Officers in his 
name, having his power to receive the ſame, at the particular terms 
above ſpecified , under the pain of Rebellion, &c, And if they 
failzie, cc, to denounce and eſcheat, &c, And for their relief, that 
Letters be dire&ted, charging the Provoſt, Bailies and Council with-' 
in each Burgh to conveen, and elect certain perſons to ſtint their 
neighbours: And the ſaid eleQion being made, to charge the per- 
ſons elected, to: accept the chaige upon them in ſetting of the ſaid: 
ſtint upon the Burgeſles and Inhabitants of. every Burgh, and to con- 
veen and ſet the ſame, and make a Stint-roll thereupon as effeirs, 
within twenty four hours next after their charge, under the pain of 
Rebellion,cc, Andit they failzie, &c, to denounce and eſcheat,e+c, 
And ficklike, the faid Stinr-roll being made and ſet down as 
ſaid is, to charge the Burgefles, In-dwellers and Inhabitants within 
ilk Burgh, to make payment of their part of the ſaid Stint to the 
ſaid Provoſt and Bailies, conform to the Taxt-roll to be given out 
thereupon, within three dayes next after the charge,under the pain of 
Rebellion, ec. And if they failzie, erc_to denounce and eſchear, gc. 


And if need be, that the ſaid Provoſt and Bailies, poynd and diſtrenzie 
therefore, -as they ſhall think moſt expedient, Ir is alwayes pro- 


vided, that no perſon whatſoever be ſtinted or taxed within Burgh, 
except according to the avail and quantity of his Rent, Living, 
Goods and Gear which he hath wichin Burgh; no wayes reſpeQing 
his Lands nor Poſſefſlions which he hath to Land-ward, for the 
which he will be obliged to pay Taxation to other Officers: Pro- 
viding alwayes, that the firſt rerms payment of the ſaid Taxation be 
ever paſt before the next term be charged for, | 

Attour, His Majeſty and the faids Eſtates, Decerns and Declares, 
That the charges to be given for payment of the ſaid Taxation, 
ſhall be executed before the terms of payment above-ſpecified , for 
every rerms payment particularly by it ſelf ; and that the denuncia- 
tion of the Horning, following thereupon , ſhall not be executed 
untill the term of payment be by-paſt, and twenty dayes thereafter ; 
W hich denunciation ſo following , upon the charges given before 
the ſaids terms oft payment, His Majeſty , with conſent foreſaid, 
Decerns and Declares to be valid and ſufficient, 

And His Majeſty, with conſent of the ſaid Eſtates, Ordains the 
Lords of Seffion to be only Judges to all Suſpenſions to be crayed 
and ſuited by any of our Soveraign Lords Lieges touching the ſaid 
Taxations : Which Suſpenſions, the ſaids Eſtates find may be grants 
ed, upon lawfull and equitable reaſons to be confidered by them g 
and diſcharges all other Judges "Js this Kingdom of granting of

ſeventy three yearsz unleſs. where diligence hath heen uſed by de. 
-nuncjations againſt them, 'before the. elayling of the faid rerm of 
Whitſenday, one thouſand fix. hundred, feyenty three years: And 
Orgains all Commiſſions granted ro Sub-colleRors, tor up-lifting 
and in-bringing of the ſaid Taxation, to be-inſert and regiſtrat in che 
Books of Conncil and Seſhon,z And theſe preſents to be.printed and, 
publiſhed at the Mercat-craſs of Zdinburgh and other places need?
